The guitar 
was Introduced at the same time, but 
the use of the steel bar. Instead of 
fingers on the keyboard, was the in- 
vention of a Hawaiian boy. Joseph 
Kokuku. 


"As to Hawaiian singing," 
Mrs. 


Juarez — Drum corps 
and

troops into the- city of Juarez 
when it was taken recently in 
G e n e ral 
Obregon's

against Cai-ranza. The soldiers 
were formerly Carranza troops. 


Alau continued, "according to present

only Hawaiian music in the early 60's 
and prior to that was the guttural

gon, worse than the musical efforts 
of a Chinese congregation."

MISSOURI BRIDGE 


Morton and Burleigh counties naturally 
feel 


elated over the successful initiation of the Man- 
dan-Bismarck bridge project which will link the- 
Twin Cities of the Big Muddy closer together. 
The contracts have been signed and it now is only 
a question of weeks when the actual work will 
begin. 


This gap between two enterprising municipali- 


ties has done more than anything else to prevent 
them from accomplishing that growth and pres- 
tige to which they are entitled. In spite of the 
handicap, the cities have increased in population 
and prospered in material affairs. 
The bridge, 


however, will give a fresh impetus to progress 
and should some day make the Twin Cities of the 
Slope, the most important industrial center of 
the state. Every geographical condition points 
to the final supremacy of these two cities in pop- 
ulation and volume of business. 


Too much credit cannot be given the men who 


worked on the bridge project. 
It would be unfair 


to single out any individuals in a project which 
enlisted such whole-hearted support from the cit- 
izens of both Mandan and Bismarck as well as 
the press of the state.

COLOR BLINDNESS 


A color-blind man can't distinguish colors. But 


what does he really see? Nobody knew until a 
man was found who was color-blind in one eye 
only. Red and green things that he saw correctly 
with his normal eye were both yellow to the other. 
This man was "green blind." 
The "red blind" 


ajso fail to distinguish red and green, but with 
them red looks black and green looks gray. 


The "totally color-blind" are "blind" to every 


color except white and black and the shades of 
gray between them. To such persons common, 
uncolored photographs and the common pictures 
on a movie screen are the very color of the orig- 
inals. 


About 4 per cent of people are more or less col- 


or-blind. 
But the failing is far more common 


amongst men than amongst women; for it is in- 
herited in a curious way. Color-blind men mar- 
ried to normal women do not transmit it to their 
sons—the latter and their offspring are perfectly 
normal. But they do transmit it to their grand- 
sons through their daughters—much as they 
might transmit a heavy beard—though the daugh- 
ters themselves do not have it unless they get 
the tendency through their mothers also. 


Inherited color-blindness is of course, incurable. 


Exercises to overcome it are entirely useless. And 
rigid tests are very necessary for railroad em- 
ployes and others who have to recognize color 
signals. In all such tests the two eyes should be 
examined separately.

A HUMBLE MAN 


May 24 is the 76th anniversary of the sending 


of the first telegraph message. 
This 
message 


flashed from Washington to Baltimore, by the 
inventor, S. F. B. Morse, was a humble acknowl- 
edgement of the power of the Creator and, as such 
remains a classic example of humility that ex- 
alts. 


"What hath God wrought ?" Morse wired in the 


code that is still the standard. 


The message ot a lesser man may have been, 


"Well, I have done it!" or some similar expression 
of vain-glory. But Morse regarded himself mere- 
ly an instrument, an agent, through whom God 
had bestowed upon mankind a new and wondrous 
gift. 


He marveled at his work, as if he had had no 


part in it at all—like a boy wonder-struck by the 
necromancy of a magician. He had knocked and 
there had been opened a new door to civilization 
Dazzled by the vision within, he asked the ques- 
tion that must confound materialists to whom sci- 
ence and religion are things apart. "What hath 
God wrought?" 


And much cause Morse had for vain-glory in 


the hour of success He had been laughed at, and 
scoffers had hung such articles as boots and 
trousers on his wire in derision of the idea that 
anything could be sent over a wire Congress re- 
fusing at first to take him seriously, had voted 
down an appropriation to finance his experiments
